But scientists, yeverally, scem o 
overlook one very important or particu- 
lar thing in this direction. and that is, 
that there is a soul or “spirit in man, 
and tho inspiration of the Almighty 
giveth it understanding.” It is this soul 
or spirit in man which gives to man his 
intellect, his genius, and his power, and 
it is by reason of this soulor spirit in 
man, as well as by his superior physical 
formation, that man ranks, in the order 
of nature, a distinct genus, But the 
question is often asked, and justly, too: 
What rational proof have wo for the ex- 
istence of any soul or spirit, or anything 
whatever of the superhuman in man, 
which can survive the death of the 
body? 

For instance: the body of man may be 
subjected to the severest chemical tests: 
may be dissected, disorganized, and re-| 
duced to liquids and mises; may 
burned and reduced to ashes, and nota 
trace of a soul can be found. But is 
thore no philosophy whereby to demon- 
strate the personal existuave of soul in 
man’ I answer, yes. 

But, to begin with, what is soul or 
spirity And what is life? 

Soul (commonly called spirit), in a 
general sense, as I understand It by the 
[ight of reason and of science, is the di- 
vineenergy or immortal force of the uni- 
verse; the origin and source of all the 
forces of nature—such ns cohesion, grav- 
itation, magnetism, electricity, and a 
multitude of other forees, of which, I 
have no doubt, mankind has no concep- 
tion. In a word, soul, in a gencral 
sense, is the universal life-principle of 
all nature: au imponderable essence; u 
Strange, mysterious, omnipotent force, 
which no man or science can compre: | 
hend, weigh, measure or analyze, De- 
cause it is Invisible und intangible. 

The difference, too, between universal 
spirit and universa! matter, sclence has 

never revealed: yet, spirit is spirit, aud 
matter is matter, and both, we know, 
are totally different. 

» Soul or spirit, in a special sense, is the 
active, living basis of all organic life: | 
and is especially applied to the Inner, 
invisible life of man. Every outward 
ising human form is but the expression 
of the soul or spirit which animates it, 
But whence this soul or spirit in man? 
Is it of buman or Divine origin? 

There ure many who believe or imag- 
Ine that the soul of maa comes dircet 
from God, and enters the germinal cell 
at the time of conception: und, that while 
amature makes the body, God creates 
the soul. There are other thvorles 
about the origin of soul, but they are 
too childish and too ubsurd to call for 
any serious consideration on this occu- | 

sion. 

The soul or spirit of man is simply the |

n the parents, and developed by law of 
procreation. The reproductive elements 
of soul, as well ns the reproductive ole- 
ments of the body, reside within every 
one of us: and when a new being origi- 
nates, {tonly requires the natural process,

opment. by which the germ is evolved 

into the complete organism, and that 
organism is retained within the matrix, 
for nourishment. until matured for 
birth.

Dreams 
are sometimes spirit warnings: and at 
others, the reminiscences of the soul's 
experlence in ‘‘dreamlaod ” while the 
bal was lying in the image of death, 
Great mental feats, also, havo been per- 
formed ducing sleep, such as the compo- 
sition of poetry, or tho solving of a dit- 
cult problein. 

La Fonte is sald to have composed re- 
markable verses in his sleep. Alexander 
tho Great is sald to huve planned bat- 
tles while he slumbered and slept. 
In the same way, muthematicians have 
solved grent problems. Even school 
children have accomplished dificult 
tasks during sleep. Great inventions 
and discoveries, also, have been made 
known in dreams. 

The only seeming diferenco between 
sleep and death, is: sleep is a brief rest, 
chile death is a state of eternal repose 
for the animal man. Then do not fear 


death any more than sleep, but rejoice 


to know that tho death of the body ts the 
liberty of the soul. 

Your immortality is not dependent 
upon your moral qualities, or mental 
capacities, but your exaltation is. Im- 
mortality is the gift of nature, or result 
of natural law inherent in every one of 
us, a power to live forover und ever. 

Scientists, too, affirm that the ele- 
ments of spirit or forco are indestructi- 
ble and eternal, and, therefore, the soul 
of man must be immortal. But if you 
want to advance In spirit-life, or achieve 
a mighty destiny in the roll of {mmortal | 
fame, or, in other words: 

ae want to be an angel, 
nd with the angels stand, 
You must qualify the Intellect 
For that exalted band. 

This earth-llfe is simply a school of 
And judging 
from reason and common sense, I am in- 


clined to think that mental intelligence, 


moral culture and moral refinement, are 
the true saviors of mankind, in this; 
world or the next. Indeed, I can well 
imagino how Intelligence of the head 
and goodness of the heart will be of the 
utmost importance to the soul of man as 
be enters upon his new spiritual exist- 
ence, And ivan also imagine how ig- 
norance in the Spirit-world will be at a 
terrible discount, for ignorance in this 
world is a terrible misfortune.
